5 The wheels of justice are slowly 
grinding in the Bourbon Circuit 
Court. The case of Barton, etc. vs. 

Barton, occupied the time of the 
court Saturday and yesterday. On 
Saturday special Judge C. C. Bagby 
informed the attorneys that he would 
be compelled to leave Paris Monday 
evening as he was due in Chicago to 
day, where he is engaged as attorney 
in important case. This being the 
situation, and the term having been 
ordered extended until Thursday week, 
anu Judge Stout not having improved 
as expected, being still unable to at- 
tend, it became necessary for another 
special Judge to be aopointed to finish 
the extended term. Circuit Clerk But- 
ler certified these facts to Gov. Will- 
son, and Judge Samuel Holmes, of 
Carlisle was appointed. 

Judge Holmes is a prominent attor- 
ney and will arrive this morning to 
take up matters where Judge Bagby 
left off. 

The first case on the docket to be 
taken up by Judge Holmes is the suit 
of James McClure vs. James D. Mc- 
Clintock. It is the case where the 
.plaintiaff asks $50,000 damages for 
libel. The case was set for trial sev- 
eral days ago on motion of Judge 
Denis Dundon, who represents Mr. Mc- 
Clintock. 

The attorneys that represent Mr. 
McClure are Talbott & Whitley, Hon. 
E. M. Dickson, Chas. A. McMillan and 
Col. John R. Allen, of Lexington.

Twentj -seven years ago tobacco for 
shipment was first produced in Carter 
county, and the production has steadi- 
ly increased until now a large acreage 
is grown. The Grayson Herald says 
the production this year is double that 
of any preceding year, and for.the 
past week the delivery has been quite 
heavy, a* many as sixty wagon loads 
being delivered fn one day to the ware- 
houses in that town. The Herald says 
this tobacco was grown on land that is 
worth about $15 per acre, and that the 
crop is bringing an average price of 
13 1-2 cents per pound. The average 
Carter county grower is rapidly in- 
creasing his bank account under these 
conditions.

Death Knell to Bookmaking. 

The Court of Appeals uphold the act 
creating the State Racing commission 
and sounded the death knell of book- 
making on Kentucky race-tracks. T1 e 
decision came in the case of the Lato- 
nia Association against the State 
Racing Commission, in which Judge 
Harkison, of the Kenton Circuit Court, 
had stayed the hancs of the State 
Racing Commission from inrerfermg 
with bookmaking on the Latcnia race 
track. The opinion reverses the juug- 
ment of the Kenton Circuit Court and 
directs the petition of the Latonia 
track be dismissed. The court decided 
that the pari-mutual system of betting 
was allowed under the statutes.

McQueen Given Life Sentence. 

The jury in the case of Dave Mc- 
Queen, colored, in the Fayette Circuit 
Court, charged with the murder of 
Leon Yandell. after consideration for 
seventeen hours, Friday morning at 
10 :30 o’clock returned a verdict finding 
the defendant guilty and fixing his 
punishment at confinement in the.peni* 
tentiary for life. 

Leon Yandell, the negro’s victim, 
was superintendent of Camp No. 2, 
construction gang in the work of build- 
ing the new interurban railroad from 
Lexington to Nichoiasvilie. McQueen 
had been one of the laborers in the 
gang and had been discharged, but 
still hung about the camp. On Octob- 
er 9, after a brief altercation over a 
small sum of money, which McQueen 
claimed was due nim, McQueen shot 
Mr. Yandell, the latter dying from his 
wounds a few hours later.

Kentucky’s Tobacco Crop. 

by the United 



A bulletin issued 
States Department of Agriculture con- 
veys the information that Kentucky is 
still leading all the States in tobacco 
growing. Kentucky, says this bulle- 
tiin, produces more than one-third of 
the United States’ crop and about one- 
ninth of the entire crop of the world. 

Kentucky long has held primacy in 
the production of tobacco of the grad- 
es used for chewing, smoking, snuff 
and export, says the Courier-Journal, 
the soil and climatic conditions are es- 
pecially favorable to growing tobacco. 

It has been to Kentucky what cot- 
ton has beer, to the South. It is ihe 
main dependence of thousands of farm- 
ers. alike in the Burley district, the 
Black Patch and the Stemming dis- ; 
trict. The cultivation of tobacco in- 
volves hard labor. Fiom the prepara- 
tion of the ground to the marketing of 
the product the intervals are few and 
short when the grower may not occupy 
himself with his tobacco. Freuqentiy 
a crop is well under way before the 
previous crop hss been sold. Tobacco 
requires hard work, but it brings good 
money and it is a staple product of 
thousands of Kentucky, farms. 

The troublous times following the 
first efforts* of growers to oragnize 
and pool their crops are still remem- 
bered with horror in many localities in 
the State.l Echoes of the night rider 
lawlessness are still heard from time 
to time, but they consist for the most 
part of prosecutions and civil suits in 
the "courts. Ebullitions of violence 
have not been numerous or formida- 
ble in recent months and in most in- 
stances they have been promptly sup- 
pressed. Internal dissensions exist 
in some of the growers’ organizations, 
but they are being threshed . out by 
legal processes. Good prices are rul- 
ing. The demand for nearly all grades 
is said tc be active and strong.
